FURTHER BY THE BREMEN 

Nsw York, June 27.— The London Timer* 
speaking of Palmerston and Russell, says both 
see is France a better agent for the reorgan Na- 
tion of Italy and for the creation of that federal 
union, which is all the amity possible under ex- 
isting circumstances. Were the question to be 
continued to the p re s e nt stats of afiairs, the policy 
to be pursued migbt be stated in a sentence. - 
Austria is flying homeware*; France and Sardi- 
nia are pursuing her across the Adda; Venice is 
about to be attacked immediately on the east and 
on the ’south; the whole peninsula is rising 
against her end expelling her allies and garn- 
sods. The only advice to be given is that Austria 
should accommodate herself to those painful cir- 
cumstances just as England admitted the inde- 
pendence of the United Staten, and France has 
twice submitted te the dictation of invaders. — 
There can be no glory gained bj stubborn and 
even victorious resistance to the just claims of s 
great nation, and it is unwise to wage a war 
where even military success incurs moral oppro- 
brium. No doubt ibis and similar considerations 
will be in due time urged upon Austrie by the 
two ministers who have underteken to divide the 
resposibility of our foreign relations. 

There is no doubt entertained that the conven- 
tion between Russia and the Rothschilds will re- 
sult in their being contractors for any future loan 
Russia may desire to raise in London. 

A blue book has been published, containing all 
the English correspondence of Italian affairs. — 
The latest note assigns to Austria the last respon- 
sibility for all the miseries and calamities inevi- 
tably consequent on a conflict which was on the 
eve of being averted. 

The London Daily News, of the 14th inst., says 



the Secretaryship of the Colonies. Air. Cobden 
will have the option of the Hoard of Trade, and 
Hr. Gibson will also enter the Cabinet. Sidney 
Herbert will prooably be Minister of War, Mr. 
S. G. Lewis, President of the India Board, and 
Mr. Gladstone Cbanceller of the Exchequer. Sir 
R. Bethel is also spoken of for ibe latter office. 
Sir Jas. Graham, the Duke of New Castle, and 
the Duke of Argyle, have declined to join the 
new Administration.

A commissioner had been sent from Vera 
Cruz to negotiate with Gen. Robles for the libera- 
tion of the specie, but bad 4 accomplisbed nothing. 

It is reported that the French aud English Min- 
isters bad arranged for shipping specie on board 
an English war vessel at Macombo. 

Mr. McLane, the United States Minister, had 
sent Cept. Faragut, of the United States steamer 
Brooklyn, to demand the release of the American 
portion of the specie, amounting to two millions 
of dollars, but the result of his mission had not 
transpired.

— This morning, at 1 
o’clock, a fire broke out in the stable of the Amer- 
ican House, at South Bloomfield, iu tois county. 
Thirteen horses were burned, among which was 
the celebrated stallion Tom Hyer. Loss about 
$5,000. The fire is supposed to be the work of an 
incendiary.

Pittsburgh, June 27, M. — River 8 feet by the 
pier mark and stationary. Weather clear and 
very warm. 

Cincinnati, June 27, M. — River falling, with 
7% feet water in the channel. Weather clear and 
hot; mercury 90.

Farther Point, Bxlow Quebec, June 27tb. — 
The Bteamship Nova Scotian, passed this point, 
bound for Quebec, at 4 % o'clock this afternoon. 
She left Liverpool on the 15th inst., aud furnishes 
one day later advices than the steamer Bremen. 

The steamer North America arrived at Liver- 
pool on 14th inst. The steamer City of Balti- 
more also arrived at Queenstown on tbel4tb. 

Great Britain.— Lord Palmerston was making 
good progress in the formation of the Cabinet. 
An authentic list of the members was expected 
to be made public on the day of the sailing of the 
Nova Scotian. 

Rumor gives Lord Elgin the Colonial Secretary- 
ship, Richard Cobden, the Board of Trade, and 
Mr Gladstone, the Iudian Secretaryship. 

The Seat or War — A dispatch from Turin 
says that after the retreat of the Austriaas from 
Bologna, the Cardinal Legate departed, and the 
municipality proclaimed King Victor Emanuel 
Dictator. 

The King of Sardinia has issued an order of 
the day, extolling Garibaldi’s deeds of valor, and 
awarding him n gold medal of merit. 

On the 12th inst., Napoleon moved kis head- 
quarters to Gorgonzola. 

The Austrians were evacuating Modena, and 
were in lull retreat towards the river Oglio. 

An official announcement appears in the War- 
ner Zeitung, that the Emperor of Austria will 
forthwith assume the immediate comtnand-in- 
cbief of his army, and had ordered a new posi- 
tion for the army, which will be taken up in the 
best manner. 

An order had been issued for the mobilization 
of the Prussian army. 

Large reinforcements to the allied army were 
about to leave France. 

Thx Latest— By telegraph from London to Liv- 
erpool.— London, June 15.— The Daily News says 
that no authorized statement of the composition 
of the new government can possibly appear be- 
j fore Friday. 

The Herald of this morning, in publishing a 
telegram from Berlin, stating that Bix Prussian 
corps d’artnee have been mobilized, says, of 
course, this means war. The advent of Lord 
t Palmerston’s ministry has evidently induced him 
i to take this decisive step and join Austria. The 
English people will now perceive the truth of 
what we before asserted, that the Earl of Derby’s 
government alone preserved Europe from being 
. involved in a general war.

FURTHER BY THE TENNESSEE. 

Nxw Orleans, June 27. — The conducts with 
5,000,000 specie arrived at Jalapa the 10th, where 
it was detained a week by Robles for examination.

When near the national bridge Robles 
overtook the conducts and ordered its return to 
Jalapa by the authority of Miramon. The con- 
ducta refused.

The British com- 
mander* refused to receive it. notwithstaoding 
the orders of the British and French minister*. 
The condncta remain* at Reconada under Robles’ 
orders. Degallado i* at Vera Cruz. Mjramon 
collected 500,000 duties on the conducts. All 
English subject* were banished from the capital, 
Otway acquiescing. 

The Advertiser say* that after Lord John Rus- 
sell accepted the foreign office, any office he might 
prefer was offered to 8ir James Graham, who 
declined, from infirm health, but at the same time 
assuring Lord Palmerston that he cordi ally sup- 
ported the ministry. 

Paris, Tuesday Night, June 14 —On the 12th 
the Emperor removed bis headquarters to Gor- 
gonzola. In the afternoon he superintended the 
throwing of bridges over the river Adda. As 
soon as thi* was completed, the army began the 
movement, which was completed yesterday. After 
some heavy rains, the weather is again tine, and 
the troops are in fine spirits. 

London, June 15. — The London News’ city ar- 
ticle says that the funds received a fresh im- 
pulse, owing to the progress made in the con- 
struction of the ministry, and the increased hope 
that the war in Italy'will not be of long dura- 
tion. 

The Times’ city article says that the progress 
towards the formation of the ministry had a 
good effect on consol*, which opened buoyant 
This led to realizations by speculators and the 
public, and a reaction took place, but the closing 
prices were % above those of yesterday. 

From Washington. 

Washington, June 27. — Information has been 
received from a aource regarded as thoroughly re- 
liable, giving the particulars of the contemplated 
descent on Nicaragua The names of certain 
parties who sustain General Walker with arms 
and money were given; the enjoyment of the Tran- 
sit route is to compensate in part for the expenses 
thus incurred. It is stated that the expedition 
will start about the middle of August; that a par- 
ty of filibusters will rendezvous in Florida, and 
be conveyed to Central Ameiica in the Scottish 
Chief. Whether or not the information is strictly 
true, it is certain that our Government will en- 
deavor to arrest all such enterprises; the orders 
to our naval vessels for this purpose, heretofore 
issued, being in full force. Gen. Jerez, before he 
left for Nicaragua, was fully informed of the fili- 
bustering movement. 

The board contemplated by the former order of 
the War Department is meant to be convened for 
the examination of non commissioned officers re- 
commended for promotion, and will be composed 
of the Instructor of Tactics, the Professor of Math- 
ematics, and the Professor of Ethics, at the Mili- 
tary Acudemy. It will meet at West Point on the 
1st Monday in September, annually. 

Enlisted men, serving with the troops, will not 
hereafter be allowed a commutation of rations. 

Capt. Nicholas has been ordered to the com- 
mand of the sloop-of-war Constitution, the flag- 
ship of the African squadron, in place of Capt 
n ilson, who has been condemned, as sick. 

General Lamar intended to return to the C S 
in the steamship Moses Taylor, but he was de- 
tained in Central America by the unexpected re- 
ception of dispatches from the State Department.
